He must prove he is in good Health, 
not subject to fainting, dizzy spells or fits 
and not color blind. This means a medical 
examination. 

He mest take a road test which in- 
cludes turning his back while the inspector 
removes or changes some gadget in the 
motor. Driver must be able to fix it. 

Then, an oral test on traffic regula- 
tions, including questions on automobile 
motors. 

Finally, a certificate or document 
from the police that he has no criminal 
record.’ 

- He must pay for most. of these tests 
and certificates. If he passes he can drive 
his car, that is, provided he can still pay 
eighty cents:a gallon for gas.
